then he died for nothing.” the

My son knew the dangers in­ 
volved—he had lived with it for 
past year and insisted on the 
operation,” the father said

It Is Their World 


The other' night, I found myself surrounded by 
thousands of shouting, yelling, applauding, singing 
youngsters who wer* demanding more and more 
encores by Arthur Fiedler’s Boston Pops Orchestra. It 
was their music, their night, their world. And it was 
very different. 
The most exciting moment was when this mag­ 
nificent symphony orchestra, somewhat augmented, 
played “ Pop s Round-Up " Being an oldster. I thought 
what was to come was some kind of medley and I 
was not disappointed. It was a medley of the theme 
songs of television shows. 
The older folks could not identify the strange music 
which has little of Beethoven or Brahms 
And, I fear 
that some of the older folks looked down their noses 
at ail this excitement, because at a Boston Symphony 
concert, or any other, one behaves according to pro­ 
tocol. The applause is usual and sufficient. There are 
no encores. 


Not mi on this occasion. The kids shouted the 
nam e of each them e song; they applauded during 
the playing; thev even sang the wing*. 
They had 
a grand time and any old man or woman who could 
not cheer along with his grandchildren should admit 
that he has had it and retire to eueh memories 
as senility endures. An 80-year youngster said that 
her only com plaint was that she could not dance! 


Each generation speaks its own language whether 
it is in speech or music and while it may want to hear 
what the ancestors had to say, it wiil reinterpret it. 
So when Tchaikow-sky is done to jazz. it is not, as 
some say, vulgar stealing. 
It is rather an idea by 
another generation which cannot dance to a Strauss 
waltz but can make its own step. slow. meditative, 
with a little necking on the dance floor. 
Older people always know what is right and what 
is wrong and they hate to see the world go to the 
devil. But somehow that never happens. There have 
been Caesars and Alexanders and Genghis Khans and 
Hitlers and then the human lace catches its breath 
and goes about its business in its own fashion. 
These young people who come to hear a symphony 
program end with "The Stars and Stripes Forever." 
as Fiedler always does, are not as frightened as their 
parents are. They expect 
take their chances with 
life and to laugh at those who, having no daring, 
resort to petty snobbery as a defense. 
Of course, these kids will not become millionaires, 
as Andrew Carnegie or Al Capone did; they may work 
in a laboratory for $10,000 a year, saving the human 
race and enjoying that as they revelled in "Tiger Rag" 
played as though it had been orchestrated by Ravel. 
These kids do not complain about income taxes. 
They will find a thrill in blowing up a bomb or sitting 
on a space-ahip or skin-diving. Theirs is a different 
world as their ambitions are different from those of 
their parents. 


Aud so here I sit. under my maples, looking at 
a house that may he 200 years old or more, if one 
believes everything he hears, listening to a radio 
play Haydn. 
There are no children on this farm 
this year. One is building his own world far from 
mine; another has gone to the wars and is in a 
distant place where he lives in an entirely different 
civilization; another is at college during the sum­ 
mer studying economics, a very stupid but essential 
subject. 


And so the world moves on and the oldsters shake 
their heads and wonder what will come of it all. My 
father wondered about that, I am sure, when I forsook 
his ideals of life and seized upon my own. And now 
I am a grandfather and watch a few thousand kids 
express themselves in their own way about the things 
they love 
Paladin is no worse than Phil the Fiddler. 
But you have never heard of Phil the Fiddler! He was 
a character invented by Horatio Alger with the object 
of convincing young boys that if they worked hard, 
spoke truthfully, were loyal to their employer, they 
would, lh the end, marry the boss’ daughter and inherit 
the business. 
Today, a young fellow does not want to inherit the 
business. He wants to know mathematics so that he 
can work on something that will orbit the Earth or 
something.

WASHINGTON - Gherman Ti­ 
tov’s 25-hour spin through space 
has convinced the most stubborn 
skeptics in the Pentagon that Rus­ 
sia has pulled far ahead of the 
United States in space technol­ 
ogy. 
Every communique that Titov 
delivered from on high or the 
Kremlin issued from below was 
confirmed by our own satellite 
trackers who easily tuned in on 
the cosmonaut s pulse, respira­ 
tion. and other reactions. 
Only the TV views of Titov in 
flight, 
apparently 
triggered 
to 
transmit 
over 
Russia 
alone, 
couldn't be intercepted. 
From the telemeter tapes and 
intelligence 
reports,

IN EUROPE. Aug ft—Until and 
unless the Soviet Union allows 
disinterested scientists and mem­ 
bers of the press from other coun­ 
tries to witness the ascent into 
and descent from space of astro­ 
nauts aboard satellites that circle 
the earth, the alleged exploit of 
Gherman Titov must remain a 
matter (rf doubt. It could hive 
been the hoax of ail times. 
For everything that has been 
reported from Moscow and from 
other countries about con versa- 
tions by radio to and from the 
satellite itself could have been re­ 
produced artificially by tape re­ 
cordings in advance without the 
actual presence of any astronaut 
aboard during the flight. 
Indeed, a Reuters Nev, Service 
dispatch from Cape Canaveral, 
Florida, on Sunday contains this 
significant paragraph about an 
American space project; 
“ A 
two-ton 
project 
Mercury 
capsule, 
it is hoped, 
will 
be 
launched into a single orbit by an 
Atlas rocket this month. 
This 
capsule will contain an ‘artifi­ 
cial astronaut.* a ‘crewman simu­ 
lator' which will ‘breathe, sweat 
and talk.* ’*

foregoing experiment, 
if 
successful, is to be followed later 
by a manned capsule sent into 
orbit by the United States. But 
the press of the world will be in­ 
vited to see the launchings and 
the return and to hear the uncod­ 
ed reports from the spaceship 
Ilk attempting to get ahead of 
America, the Soviets may well

flight. It seems incredible, for in­ 
stance. that Titov would actually

There is no reason to accept as 
a scientific fact that Titov made 
the flight—though the space ship, 
with recordings aboard for inter­ 
mittent radio transmission, may 
well have been functioning as it 
circled the earth. 
The Russians do not hesitate to 
lie or forge official documents or 
to fake stories of episodes for 
propaganda purposes. Despite the 
skepticism that resulted from the

story, the Communists have dar­ 
ed again to ignore the press of 
the free world on the Titov de­ 
monstration. 
Scientists w o u l d 
gladly have come from Western 
countries to witness the ascent 
of an astronaut into or descent 
from an earth-girdling satellite— 
if such an event really took place 
in Russia.
